This is the day sey npart by
the exposition management, not for »
display of the producta of Clatsop
county, but for & display of the usual
enthulssem for which this  clty and
county are noted, and which has won
for Astorin o reputation of being rep-

The lmportance of a lurge attend-
ance at the falr on Astorin day can be
better realized when it s known that
Clatsop county has no exhibit at the
talr. 1f there was any county in the
state that should have béen represent-
ed: whose carly history ls so closely
allied and blended with the Incidents
which the falr répresents, It was Clat-
sop county; and there Is not another
county of such relative Importance in
the United Btates but what would have
had an exhibit which would have bfen
one of the leading and most attractive
features at the national exhibition. The
